Thought Drinking Only a Fmihion, 
Charles Booth, the economist, who

A 
central committee consisting of Dr. 
Louis Warfleld, Miss Mabel Bradshaw 
and Miss Stella S. Matthews of Mil- 
waukee has been appointed to super- 
vise the selection and instruction of 
these young women. 
This committee has 
decided that 
the first unit of thirty shall be trained 
at the Milwaukee County Hospital, 
and that as soon as the number of ap- 
plications accepted is sufficient, to be- 
gin the course elsewhere, other hos- 
pitals, selected because of their abilit' 
to conduct the course and because of 
geographical 
distribution, 
will 
be 
asked to take up the work. 
The plan decided upon will provide 
for a course of training of six months. 
The women who aspire to pe health 
aids during the war 
will 
receive a 
scholarship, paid for out of the funds 
furnished by tbe state and by indi- 
viduals, which will cover the living 
expenses, cost of uniform and books, 
and the cost of instruction. The young 
women, however, must agree to follow 
her profession, which in this case will 
be to care for the sick, within the 
state for two years following the com- 
pletion of her training, and to accept 
as compensation not to exceed ten 
dollars a week, with board and lodg- 
ing. The organization of this body of 
young women will 'not make them reg- 
istered or graduate nurses. The worn-1 
en working in that field, however, will 
be called upon in a great many cases 
to volunteer for service and many of 
them may be sent to the front.
